Attorney Asks Protection for F.

Attorney Peter T. Barrett, attorney for 
Congressman Gill in his contest against 
the seating of Congressman-elect Catlin, 
pointed Monday at 25 Catlin witnesses, 
seated in the office of Commissioner 
Heideman in the Security Building and 
declaréd that he feared they intended to 
assault one of-his witnesses. 

“T demand,” exclaimed Barrett, “that 
these followers of Justice George Riech- 
mann be removed from the room, I shall 
not permit my witness to be browbeaten 
and attacked while I am here.*’ 

“That is a spectacular play,” rejoined 
Cleveland A. Newton, counsel for Catlin. 

“It’s not so spectacular as your Sum- 
moning Mr. Catlin’s sister, Mrs. Allen, 
to the witness stand Saturday,” Barrett 
retorted. 

Republican Aided Gill. | 

The witness declared by Barrett to be 
in danger was Francis H. Evers of 1415 
Benton street, * who was a Republican 
clerk of election in the Ninth Precinct 
of the Third Ward, but who testified 
that he voted for Gill, the Democratic

Kennedy is 42 years old and his wie 
is one year his senior. She divorced him 
in 1889 and after that he went to the 
Philippines on business. ~Returning in 
1908, laden with Oriental curios and 
fabrics, he went direct to his wife, at 
her mother’s home in Los Angeles, and 
laid them at her feet. 

‘‘T gave them to her and asked her 
to marry me again,” he testiffed. “I 
told her I wanted a home, but I made it 
a condition that she was not to be in- 
fluenced by her mother.’”’ 

The marriage took place in May, 1908, 
and after. a bridal trip the two returned 
to the home of the mother, Mrs. Bast, 
Kennedy had to go back to the Philip- 
pines on a business trip. 

“Mrs. Bast said my wife shouldn't 
go along with me unless I took her, 
too, so I went alone,’’ Kennedy testi- 
fied. 2 

He was gone nine months and when 
he returned to the United States he 
prought his wife to St. Louis and left 
her with relatives while he went to 
Cleveland to consult with officials of the

“When I came back to St. Louis,” 
Kennedy said, “my wife told me she 
would have to go back to her mother in 
Los Angeles. I told her if she did 
that the separation would be final. Ever 
since then I have been sending her $265 
a month.”

The dispatches telling-of the battle at 
Mulatos contained the first information 
McCombs had received since his son 
went to Mexico to fight with the in- 
surgents 
McCombs, who is 87 years old, has 
served in many wars. His first military 
experience was in the late struggle be- 
tween Turkey and Greece, when he en- 
listed on a Greek warship. 
At the outbreak of the Spanish-Ameri- 
can war he enlisted in the United States 
navy, serving on the crulser Columbia. 
Afterwards McCombs entered the Ameri- 
can merchant marine, only to, leave it 
when a revolution broke out in Nica- 
ragua. He served under Madriz during 
the rebellion and then returned to 
Seattle, where he remained until he 
started for Mexico last fall to join the 
linsurgent forces.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 13.—By a vote 
of 195 to 121, the House of Repre- 
sentatives today decided to take up 
for immediate’ consideration the Mc- 
Call bill providing for the adoption 
of the Canadian reciprocity agree- 
ment in its entirety. The alignment 
was nonpartisan, many Republicans 
veting for the measure. While the 
Democrats were more nearly unani- 
mous in their attitude in favor of 
the measure, there was a .,.distinct 
cleavage within that party also. 

Democrats of the Missouri delega- 
tion voted for the consideration of 
the bill forthwith, with the excep- 
tion of Borland of Kansas City. Bor- 
land is a member of the Committee 
on the District of Columbia, and his 
reason for casting his vote against 
immediate consideration ig said to de 
loyalty to his committee. The motion 
to take up the reciprocity bill at once 
necessitated the elimination of Dis- 
trict of Columbia day from the cal- 
endar. ‘Therefore the District com- 
mittee members, with the exception 
of Johnson of Kentucky, voted 
against immediate consideration. 

Immediately on the announcement of 
the vote, Speaker Cannon called Repre- 
sentative Mann of Illinois to the chair, 
and the House resolved itself into a 
committee of the whole. for the consid- 
eration of the Dill. 

No Limit on Discussion. 

No time limit has been fixed fer the 
debate. It is the opinion of Represen- 
tative McCall, who has charge of the 
bill, that it will be better to let argu- 
ment and oratory have free reign for 
a while. If it is found that the ten- 
dency of the members is to talk too 
much there will be a motion that the 
committee rise and, reporting that they 
have come to no resolution upon (the 
bill, go back into committee of “the 
whole, with a time limit fixed. 

McCall ‘will then be relieved of the 
necessity of moving the previous ques- 
tion, as, with a time set, the previous 
question works automatically. 

It is the impression here that two days 
may be devoted to, the general .debate 
on the bill, and a third dav “te debate 
on specific paragraphs. There were 320 
votes of the 387 members of the House 
cast on McCall’s motion to take up the 
bill. Of the 195 ayes, none is believed 
to have come from men who will later 
vote against the bill. The 121 noes con- 
tain possibly a dozen votes, which will 
later be cast for the bill at the time 
of its final passage, making its clear 
majority in the House close to %, »

SENATE BILL FOR 
SPECIAL ELECTION 


Two-Thirds Vote of People 
Next July Would Author- 
AZ: Keeping Seat of State 
-Government at Jefferson 
City, Members Hold. 


An act authorizing a bond issue for a 
new capitol will be introduced Tuesday 
in the State Senate, according to Jef- 
ferson City dispatches. A_ resolution 
will be presented in the House, leaving 
the matter to the assembly of 1913. 

Representative Alford of Greene 
County will introduce the House resolu- 
tion, which will, leave to the next Legis- 
lature the selection. of a site and the 
issuance of $5,000,000 in bonds for the 
building. The objection to this among 
other members is that it gives the peo- 
ple in general no opportunity for an 


expression of opinion on the site, ex- 
cept in so far as they may be able to 
yledge their representatives. Alford 
seys he has talked with members of the 
House and believes his plan will have 
backing. 

The Senate bill, drafted by Senators 
McAllister, Humphreys and Oliver, has 
the approval of Gov. Hadley. It will 
provide for a $5,000,000 fund, to be raised 
by direct taxation or by a bond issue, to 
be paid in 18 years, under a constitution- 
al amendment, the proposal to be sub- 
mitted to the people next July at a spe- 
cial election. A two-thirds vote at this 
election would be necessary for its pas- 
sage. 

" Favors Jefferson City. 

Unless there is submitted at the same 
time am amendment to move the capita! 
to St. Louis, this measure, if ratified by 
the people, will keep it at Jefferson City. 

Another bill may be introduced later, 
providing-for an amendment to the Con- 
stitution such as was defeated at the 
November election, providing a $5,000,000 
bond issue for a new capitol at Jefferson 
City. - 

It has. been suggested tlat by appro- 
priating, $250,000 and authorizing a bond 
issue “Of $250,000, work on a new capitol 
could be started without submitting to 
the people the question of how much 
should be spent on it ®r where it should 
be located. Whether a bill to this effect 
will be introduced has not been indi- 
cated. 

All the St. -Louis members, with the 
exception of Senator Krone, have an- 
nounced that they will support an 
améndment to move the capital to St. 
Louis, and many others, including some 
of the leading members of bth 
branches, have declared such an amend- 
ment should be passed, provided St. 
Louis will give a site and a substantia!

CUMBERLAND, Md., Feb.  13.—A 
strange case of hysterical coma, which 
it is feared will result in death, is at- 
tracting the attention of the medical 
profession here. The victim is Daisy 
Ledane, a bright blind girl, 28 years 
old, who accidentally fell down a flight 
of stairs at the home of her saister, 
Mrs. E. M. Heber, this city, Feb. 1, and 
since has been unconscious. 

In her present condition Miss Ledane 
is subject to suggestion, but along: the 
wrong. lines. In examining a bruised 
spot on her arm, Dr. L. J. Simonton, 
the family physician, mentioned that 
there Was a slight injury to that mem- 
be. It immediately became bent and 
rigid, and all efforts at suggestion that 
the arm is all right have tailed to im- 
prove it. 

Tonics and liquid nourishment are 
given regularly in the hope of building 
her up. If any liquid is left on her 
mouth she reaches up the hand not.af- 
fected and brushes it away. An effort 
to tickle her nose or pinch her face 
brings the same response from the hand 
and arm not affected. 

To see to what extent the other arm 


was affected; Dr. Simonton held the 
good arm~and rubbed her nose and 
cheek, and she immediately made use 
of the affected hand and arm to brush 
his hand aside, but when through using 
it the arm again became rigid.

The present Congress may pass the 
Canadian reciprocity.

But even 
if it does pass the Canadian agree- 
ment, Congress will have lowered the 
duties on a few necessities of life for 
the benefit of only a small number of 
the 93,000,000 inhabitants of the 
United States. 

The country has shown agreement 
with the President in ‘his demand for 
a downward revision on the neces- 
saries of life. The demand has come 
from governors, from state legisla- 
tures and from the people in general. 
The country, as has been shown by 
letters, telegrams and interviews in 
the columns of the Post-Dispatch, de- 
mands that downward revision now.

CAMBRIDGE. Mass., Feb. 13.—Believ- 


ing that her four college years are mere- 
ly preliminary to a giri’s training, in 
which studies should serve to make, first 
of all, a competent wife and mother, 


Sarah Louise Arnold,.dean of Simmons 


College, declares herself an advocate 


of “home education.” 

Déan Arnold says that, although the 
girl usually goes to college on the ad- 
vice of her mother, her father is most 
anxious to establish her as a competent 
householder, and, if necessary, a wage 
earner. 

“A girl should have opportunity to 
train herself for married life,”” says 
Dean Arnold. ‘She needs to learn how 
to take care of home and children and 
how to earn her living if thrown on her 
own resources. 

‘When the daughter goes to college, 
the father does not often appear except 
in the signatures to checks. When a 
father does accompany a girl, or when 
he conducts a correspondence, a differ- 
ent conception of the girl’s needs is gen- 
erally apparent.

Their Best Opportunities as 
Laugh Provokers. 


HOUSE ROCKS WITH MIRTH 


Stars Kept Divertingly Busy and 
Are Cleverly Supported by 
Big Company. 


By RIPLEY D. SAUNDERS. 
ONTGOMERY and Stone in “The 
MI Old Town” began a two weeks’ 
engagement at the Olympic on 
Sunday evening and happily revealed 
themselves in a musical cemedy even 
more congenial to their fun-making tal- 
ents than was “The Red Mill,” which 
gave them their first great success. 

The book and lyrics of “The Old 
Town" are by George Ade, and the 
score by Gustav Luders, a blend of 
amusement creators proving genuinely 
potent in light entertainment. The 
first-night audience was tremendously 
divertea by what it saw and heard. 

It saw and heard Fred Stone in the 
quaint role of a citified country boy, 
lucklessly attached to a ramshackle 
circus that went to smash and left him 
to give the whole show, and Dave 
Montgomery, as the manager of the ill- 
fated enterprise, urging: the protean 
Stone to the most absurd feats of bur- 
lesque skill, strenuously reinforcing him 
at critical moments. The two comedi- 
ans, the premiers of their class in this 
country, are perfectly irresistible as 
Henry Clay Baxter, the ‘“‘do-it-all” en- 
tertainer, and Archibald Hawkins, the 
managerial genius. They’d make a 
graven image laugh till its cheeks 
cracked. 

In addition to their circus mishaps, 
these two worthies are in love with the 
charming nieces of a new-rich couple, 
the feminine partner of which is striv- 
ing to marry the girls to foreign celebri- 
ties and sternly discountenancing their 
romance with the two circus relicts. 
Fortunately, however, the husband of 
this socially ambitious Mrs. Malaprop 
is a homely and hearty American, un- 
spoiled by wealth and liking Henry 
Clay Baxter and Archibald Hawkins 
immensely, all of them chancing to 
come from the same ‘old town,”’ and 


they render him such yeoman service in 


his. candidacy for the United States 
Senate that he's in honor bound to help 
them win his nieces. So there you have 
the whole story of the play. 

The funniest incident of the night ts 
Fred Stone’s performance on the tight- 
rope just before the circus goes to the 
demnition bow-wows and leaves him and 
his manager to walk home along a 


thousand miles or so of railroad track, 
» Sunday night’s aduience rocking with 


laughter at his antics in mid-air. The 
biggest and most striking ensemble num- 
ber was that in which Dave Montgom- 
ery impersonates a Japanese dignitary, 
supported Dy nearly the entire com- 
pany in gorgeous Nippon costumes, 
singing a “‘Banzai!’’ song of yellow-peril 
exultation that made the Olympic ring 
with applause. 

Side-splittingly funny, too, was the 
Swedish emigrant duet of the redoubt- 
able couple, also their utterly ridic- 
ulous Scotch stunt kilts, 
genuine Wild Wes: xpertness, Fred 
Stone’s lariat-whirling and pistol-ma- 
nipulating tricks in his cowboy song put 
to shame more than one star of the 
Buffalo Bill end Ranch 101 aggrega- 
tions. 

The two stars thus at their best are 
excellently supported. Allene Crater is 
the ambitious aunt, Mrs. Dilke Bil- 
wether, and charmingly amusing. 
Charles Dox ag her husband gets some 
very genteel comedy out of that role. 
Flossie Hope scores a big hit with her 
clever dancing and singing as Gustina 
Jimpsen, a Swedish maid, and the sia- 
ters Eloise and Genevieve Reed attract- 
ively play the parts ef the Bilwether 
nieces.

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THE JONES THEORY. 

Circuit Aétorney Jones has an extraordinary 
view of the crime of embezzlement, with which 
Garen is charged. He said to the Post-Dispatch: 

I wanted Garen to plead guilty and then be : 
paroled, as requested by his employers, the 
only sufferers by his wrongdoing. BEmbezzle- 
ment is somewhat different from other crimes 

_in that it ig against the employer, not the 
public. If the employer gets his money back 
and asks clemency, I always recommend it. 

If embezzlement is only a private wrong in 
which the robbed employer and the thieving em- 
ploye alone are concerned, according to the Jones 
theory, the Garen case would require a civil 
action, not a criminal indictment. Embezzle- 
ment is a violation of law and a crime against 
the State. From the standpoint of the State the 
employer is no more concerned with the punish- 
ment of the crime than any other citizen. The 
prosecution is the State’s and not the employer's. 
The Jones theory would subvert all criminal law. 

Does Judge Taylor indorse the Jones view that 

the te is not concerned with the prosecution 
of embezzlers? 

Circuit Attorney Jones hag an extraordinary 
idea of his.own power and authority in the dis- 
positign of criminal] cases before the Court. He 
uttered the following defiance of the Judge’s au- 
thority: 

I will give Judge Taylor until Tuesday to 
honor my request fof a parole. I am giving 
‘him that long because Monday ie a holiday. 
If he hasn't made up his-mind to honor it by 
then, I will enter a nolle pros and Garen 
can walk away. 

According to the Jones theory the whole power 
and authority of the State in criminal cases rests 
with the Circuit Attorney. He is judge, jury and 
prosecutor. If the judge on the bench refuses 
to accept his recommendation of clemency Mr. 
Jones threatenes that he will turn the prisoner 
loose. He is no longer submitting a recommen- 
dation to the Court’s decision; he is giving orders. 
He offers Judge Taylor a limited time in which 
to yield to his demands. 

Will Judge Taylor indorse the Jones,\view of 
the power and authority of the Circuit Attorney 
to overrule the bench in criminal cases? 

The case has gone beyond the question of 
mercy. There never was much weight to tlie 
plea in view of the fact that Garen, when he was 
caught stealing, had $14,000 stowed away for the 
purchase of immunity. It has become more than 
a question of an understanding with regard ta 
immunity. It is now a question of the enforce- 
ment of law and the punishment of criminals 
under the law. 

The changed status of the case should interest 
Gov. Hadley, as chief executive, and Attorney- 
General Major as the head of the Department of 
Justice. They should take a hand in determin- 
ing whether embezzlers under indictment shall 
go free at the request of employers and the will 
of the Circuit Attorney.

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THREE GREAT MEN. 

In beginning two volumes of biography, just 
published to explain Tolstoy, the author defines 
him as a “very splendid example of the type which 
trusts alone to God and its own right arm.” Al- 
together disconnected from this, except through 
the Greeley revival reproduces 
Horace Greeley’s own explanation of himself: 
“Kither God rules the world, or does not. I be- 
lieve He does.” , 

In the strength of this faith, Greeley accom- 
plished for the United States all he had attempted 
and all Tolstoy attempted in becoming the apos- 
tle of freedom for the serfs of Russia. But in the 
revival of Greeley literature, there is presented 
the strongest contrast between his habits of mind, 
and those of the “representative man” from IIli- 
nois who wrote‘him: “I shall try to correct errors 
as soon as they are shown to be errors and I 
shal] adopt new views so fast as they are shown 
te be true views.” 

This was conclusive in the famous test of 
strength between the editor of the New York 
Tribune, omnipotent in his party, and the first 
president his party had electedto represent the 
people of the United States- Personal and parti- 
san omnipotence failed against the calm delibera- 
tion of a single sentence. , 

That sentence draws the line sharply between 
any American, who is great as a representative 
of others and men of the type of Greeley and 
Tolstoy. Really great in his own right, Greeley 
felt a superior greatness as that of divine right. 
He felt entitled to dominate and he did attempt 


to dominate others as completely as if he fully} 


represented the will of heaven by appointment. 
Finally his failure in dominating his countrymen 
was as great as his success had been in repre- 
senting them.

He 
knows that the opposition to his present policy 
of reciprocity comes from the same quarter. He 
has felt personally the growing hostility among 
the people to the injustices of the Payne-Aldrich 
law which he reluctantly sanctioned and was 
afterward forced to palliate. 

But today Mr. Taft holds the master hand. He 
is in a position to force matters to an issue if 
he will. He knows that the people are behind 
him, though powerful interests are against him 
in seeking measures of relief from high prices. 

Two or three reactionary senators may have 
it in their power to hold up reciprocity during 
the present session. But there are enough in- 
surgent senators, with the aid of the Democrats, 
to make sure of reciprocity legislation at an extra 
session, if Mr. Taft will call one. They will 
control the Senate. There are enough insurgent 
senators with the aid of the Democrats to un- 
dertake thé revision of the tariff in its worst 
features at an extra session, if Mr. Taft will 
call one.

Socialist Primaries and Saloons. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. - 

Having officiated as secretary for the Socialist 
City Central Committee from 1905 to 1910, during 
which time the party held three primary elections 
under the same election laws applying to the 
closing of saloons at the present, it is surprising 
to me that Excise Commissioner Lee has raised 
a question of closing the saloons on the coming 
Socialist primary in spite of the fact that even 
under the zealous administration of Mr. Mulvihill 
the three above named Socalist primaries did not 
give cause for closing the saloons. 

The Socialist vote was over the 10,000 limit ‘men- 
tilened by Mr. Lee since the election of 1904, when 
it polled 12,484 votes for Lipscomb for Judge of the 
Supreme Court. Socialist primaries were held in 
February, 1905, September, 1906, and January, 
1607, under the provisions of the same laws as 
apply today to the closing of saloons on primary 
election days. Mr. Mulvihill never raised the 
question, and does Mr. Lee seek to outdo him in 
an over-zealous administration of the excise of- 
fice? The closing of the saloon on any week day 
is a hardship on thousands. The saloon in a 
factory neighborhood is more of a dinner house 
than a place to get liquors, and is often the only 
Place workmen will find a warm dinner at rea- 
sonable oost. If the people of the city of St. 
Louis could vote their choice the saloon would 
not be closed on any primary nor any other day— 
Sundays included. And our moral tone would 
improve because the Sunday saloon would not do 
one-tenth the damage done now by the innumer- 
able lid clubs and “family saloons.” The Socialist 
party is against all sumptuary laws which are at 
best a burlesque at controlling the appetites of 
our citizens.

Did it ever occur to you that one of the best 
fire departments of the United States is receiv- 
ing the poorest pay and less days off than any 
department of like size in this country?..

At the close of the first 
game the score stood &% to 19 in our fa- 
vor; and if there was any muscle in my 
make-up that didn’t get into action on 
that occasion I have yet te learn its 
name and location. And all that was in 
spite of the fact that the ball was a 
*‘dead’’ one. 

It didn’t seem to worry the others 
especially, but it was a real blow to my 
system when the Bostons carried off 
the championship that year. They had 
played 49 games, winning 88 and losing 
ll. We had taken part tn 46 games, 
winning 80 and being beaten 16 times. 
The only consolation I had was to sit 
down and gaze fondly at my batting 
record. I had figured in 28 champion- 
ship games and had finished fourth on 
the list of batsmen, with 47 bgse hits to 
my credit, an average of 1.67 te the 
game. Looking over the batting rec- 
erds of recent years, I don’t find any- 
thing to make me blush over that early 
ehowing.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 13.—The net re- 


sult of President Taft’s missionary work 
in Ohio and Illinois in the last two days 
in behalf of the Canadian reciprocity 
agreement is that he can geét little 
help from the farmers ia his fight for 
ratification of the agreement; that the 
chances for action in this session of 
Congress have been injured rather than 
helped, and that the necessity for call- ed 
ing the Sixty-second Congress in ex- 


tra sessiean for the consideration of the 
Canadian agreement and reductions of 
the tariff on other necessities of life 
is more apparent today than when Taft 
left Washington Thursday night. - 

This was the view taken by farmers, 
lawyers and politicians who visited 
Springfield Saturday and heard the 
President’s address. It is the opinion 
of these citizens of Illinois and Ohio 
that if the agreement was voted on in 
the two states it would get but little 
support from the farmer. 

The Post-Dispatch correspondent who 
accompanied the President on his trip 
talked with 20 members of the Illinois 
Legislature, following the President’s 
address before the Legislature, and to 
a man they were opposed to the IIli- 
nois Legislature indorsing the agreé- 
None of the members referred 
to would admit that "Speaker Cannon’s 
letter to State Senator Bailey of Illi- 
néis, in which the Speaker expressed 
the hope that the Legislature would ndt 
be swayed by the President’s arguments, 
influenced them. They said they were 
farmers and opposed to it on the ground 
that it discriminated against the farmer. 

The President will continue the mis- 
work, however, both by let- 
ter and word. He will send Secretary 
of State Knox to Chicago to make an 
address Feb, 15 for the ratification 
of the agreenfent, and Feb. 22 Secre- 
tary Wilson will go to Buffalo and 
speak before the Ellicott Club. Sec- 
retary Nagel will go to Akron, O., while 
Attomey-General Wickersham will make 
short trips out of Washington.

The Rev. Mosheim Rhodes, pastor of 
St. Mark’s Lutheran Church, Bell and 
Cardinal avenues, has asked the police 
of St. Louis to watch for his 9-year-old 
nephew, Edward Adams, who, it is be- 
lieved, was kidnaped last April from 
his home ‘in Kane, Pa.

Railroad watchmen have these pictures 
and have been asked to look carefully at 
all boys of that age who are seen with 
tramps. One of the theories is that 
tramps took the boy to teach him to beg 
for them. 

The boy, who was 9 years old when he 
disappeared, is the son of Charles Adams 
of Kane, Pa. April 16 last year he went 
to a brook about a mile from “home to 
fish with two of his playmates. While 
they were sitting on the bank trying to 


‘} bend pins into fish hooks, they were 


frightened by strange men and started 
to run home. Edward, a delicate boy, 
was quickly left behind by his com- 
panions. 

Since then he has not been heard 
from, although the father has had ev- 
ery power in the State at work on 
the case. Hundreds of clews have 
been run down without avail, but the 
parents still have hope.
